Washington, Mar. 10. 
The Supreme Court de- 
cided by 5-4 on Monday that 
alien Communists facing 
deportation may be held, 
without bail if the Attorney: 
General. finds they might 
imapertt the nation’s secur: 
ty. ‘ yon 


In a separate carlicr opinion, 
the tribunal ruled 6-2 = that 
alien Reds may be deported 
solely on the ‘grounds of past 
membership in the Communist 
party. 


Justice Reed delivered the 
court’s opinion on the bail case 
‘involving four persons arrested 
in California and ordered held 
{n custody pending the outcome 
of deportation proceedings 
ugainst them, 


Justice Reed spoke for a 
court majority consisting of 
himself, Justices Jackson, Clark 
and Minton, . 


Justices Douglas, Frankfurter, 
Black and Burton wrote dis- 
senting opinions, 


Justice Reed's majority 
opined that refusal to grant. ball 
in specific cases “is not arbitrary

But Justice Black, dissenting,

The Princess who so suddenly 
fell belr to-this realm-—char- 
acteristically of the age, several 
thousand miles away, for tech- 
nology . and progress. had 
brought the jungle within ¢nsy 
reach: of London — was con- 
fronted with a set of problems 
entirely new to the system of 
monarchy, , : 

Hitherto Sovereigns had re- 
mained something of an un- 
known quantity until their 
seeession; the new Queen had 
spent her youth in a world of 
the most efficient and scientific- 
ally-realised curiosity. 

Every detail of her appear- 
ance and mannerisms was 
famillar to millions who. had 
never"been within a hundred 
miles’ of her; her clothes, ¢x- 
pression, gait, habits, end family 
Ife had been minutely recorded. 

Her training had not been 
merely In the arts of social com- 
portment and  canstitutional 
procedure, but in the many 
techniques required of publle 
personalities—radio work, tele- 
vision, innumerable platform 
appearances, 


All these had keen unknown 


to carller Queens; but sa per- 
haps had been the Inheritance 
of simple affection and national 
acceptance that gave the Sccond 
Elizabethan perlod a wholly 
new place in the monarchical 
tradition, . 

Uistory, at this’ period, was 
moving so fast that crises tended 
to overlap. The contemporary 
incidence ef Turning Points was 
about three a month, that of 
Emergencies a little more fre~ 
quent, The New Elizabethans 
had been adjusted over the 
years to a condition of. endemic 
uneusiness, punctuated by oricl 
bursts of alarm. 

To this they reacted’ by

Medical care was casily avall~ 
able to the very poor and the 
very rich: the provisions of 
State Medicine, - however,. had 
been recently revised on tne 
assumption that three-quarters 
af the benefitiaries, were foreign 
opportunist: in search of. wigs. 
The coal mines had passed into 
the hands of the British people 
which produced a strong effort 
to have them worked by 
Ttallans. :

Jock .on the times, were being 
replaced by the young, or

Where the sixteenth century 
had Jonson, the twentieth had 
Christopher Fry; for Herrick 
they had Dylan Thomas; for 
Beaumont, Rattlgan.
